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This Office Action address the Information Disclosure Statements filed June 3, 2009, June 22, 2009, and October 12, 2009. Each of 
these IDS were filed after the mailing of a Final Office Action, thus must comply with 37 CFR § 1.97(d). § 1.97(d) required an IDS 
file to be filed with both a fee and a statement described in 37 CFR § 1.97(e). The statement made by the applicant in the transmittal 
letters (filed June 3, 2009 and June 22, 2009, see pg 2 of each) do not fully comply with either § 1.97(e)(1) or §1. 97(e)(2). As result, 
the examiner has not considered the IDS filed June 3, 2009, June 22, 2009 nor October 12, 2009. 
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
